deaf-mute children to send them to 
school, when of proper age, was 
brought up and discussed. 'The mat- 
ter finally ended by the appointment 
of a committee, which should lay the 
subject before the legislature for 
aotlOn, 'This lias been done, and the 
result, is there now a law that will, in 
a measure lessens the number of un- 
educated deaf people in tin- State, in 
a few years, provided, of course, the 
act is rigidly enforced.
